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ANOTHER TANGLE 
OVER CREMATORY 


Question of Title to Plant |s 
Drought Into Dispute 


There is another tangle over the new 
crematory. This time the city and 
the New York Destructor Jompany 
cannot agree about who shall have 
the title to and the control of the 
crematory after it ig built and before 
the city makes the last payment. 

The company thinks it should have 
possession and control of the plant 
because it will build the plant on the 
city’s moral obligation ang will have 
absolutely no recourse if by any p. ;- 
sibility. the city should fail to keep 
its moral obligation,-as such a contract 
or agreement would not be entertain- 
ed by any court. Besides this, the 
company cannot, it states, finance the 
project or give bond to the city unless 
it has possession and control as long 
as the city owes any of the contract 
money. 

The city thinks it should have pos- 
session and control,. because if the 
company should fall down on its con- 
tract the city could not use the plant 
and would be forced ta become the 
plaintiff and gue either the bond com- 
pany or the destructor company. 

So They Cannot Agree. 

Therefore on such a small differ- 
ence as to who should sue, thé city or 
the company, the coustruction of the 
Plagt may be indefinitely he!d up and 
the whole matter called off. This 
would mean that Atlanta would be as 
far from having a plant to take care 
of the garbage as it was four years 
ago when the building of a new 
crematory was first agitated. 

The city and the company have 
agreed that the garbage plant is to be 
built for $276,000, ang that later on, 
perhaps in two years, the company can 
build the electric generating plant at 
a cost of $102,000. The city is to pay 
$50,000 this year and $75,000 each suc- 
ceding year until the whole amount of 
276,000 ts paid. The electric generat- 
ing plant can be built under the con- 
tract as soon as the city desires the 
company to begin work and can pay 
for it in yearly payments, just as will 
be’ done in the case of the destructor 
plant. ° 

Committee Takes It Up. 

The whole matter was threshed out 
before the finance committee of coun- 
cil Thursday afternoon. There were 
present for the city the mayor, W. D. 
Ellis, assistant city attorney, and Dr. 
W. L. Gilbert, president of the board 
of health. The Destructor Company 
was represented by W. E. Dowd, Jr., 
and Attorney Samuel N. Evins.

Roosevelt Assailed. 


He assailed Theodore Roosevelt, and 
introduced affidavits from the three 
Georgia delegates to the Chicago con- 
vention who testified to bribery at- 
tempts on part of Mr. Roosevelt's 
friends and backers, and then sneer- 
ingly referred to the ex-president’s 
hostility to bosses and corruption in 
politics. 

He charged The Chicago News, 
Tribune and Record-Herald with be- 
ing tax dodgers, who were defrauding 
the school fund out of hundreds of thou- 
sands annually.in ground rentals and 
taxes on property they used in thei? 
business, and which belonged to =>"e 
school children of Chicago.

The weather bureau 
200 stations of 
throughout the country at which 
observations of the weather are 
taken at 8 a. m, and 8 p. m., east- 
tern time. The observations are 
telegraphed to Washington, D. C., 
the headquarters of the bureau, 
and to other important cities, and 
are used as the basis for the con- 
struction of weather maps from 
which the forecasts for the coming 
day are made. There is an offi- 
cial forecaster at Washington, and 
there are local forecasters at all 
of the most important cities in 
the country. 

The stete forecasts, as said, "are 
made at Washington: the official 
forecaster at that point must make 
weather predictions for eVery state 
in the United States within a very 
brief space of time. He has not 
the time to make forecasts for 
single cities, and yet it is desira- 
ble to have specific forecasts for 
such tmportant cities as New York, 
Chicago, Atlanta and hundreds of 
Others; therefore, the local offi- 
Cials in these cities have authori- 
ty to express their opinions about 
the probable weather in their re- 
spective localities. 

The state forecast was, 
showers Thursday” for 
but that does not mean that it 
will ‘rain at every town in the 
state. “Local” means “here and 
there,” or in other words, the fore- 
cast meant that at probably a 
good many places in Georgia 
showers would occur on Thursday, 
while at others there might be 
none. Such conditions are §fre- 
quent in summer; I have even seen 
it rain in portions of Atlanta and 
not !n others on the same day; 
there {fs no other rapid and eon- 
venient way of expressing the 
probable weather except by the 
use of the term “local showers.” 
By predicting fair weather on the 
same day for Atlanta and vicinity, 
Mr. von Herrmann mMefrely ex- 
pressed the opinion that on Thurs- 
dav Atlanta would be one of the 
places exempt from showers. 

r. T.C. Ryal, however, has made 
one mistake. I never “stake my 
reputation” on the success of a 
forecast, for meteorology not yet 
being an exact science we can 
not be as certain about a weather 
forecast as for example the as- 
tronomer can be about the occur- 
rence of an eclipse. But’ meteor- 
ology being a very young science 
there are great possibilities for its 
future improvement.

The bil; of Senator’ Harris, of the 
thirty-eighth district, providing for 
State and county boards of.tax returns 
and valuations, providing the powers 
and duties of such boards, providing 
for just and adequate returns of. prop- 
erty and for equitable valuation there- 
of, was tabled by an almost unanimous 
vote in the senate Thursday morning.
